Wa sh in g t o n (a p ) — The 
Senate has overwhelmingly pas­ 
sed Its veto-threatened tax re­ 
form bill, 
sending it to a 
conference 
committee where 
House members wait with their 
own quite different version. 
The 
conference committee 
has a heavy chore in reconcil­ 
ing the bills, but leading mem­ 
bers of both delegations say they 
expect to come up with a com­ 
prom ise President Nixon can 


sigh. 
Tlie Senate, which ended aL 
most a fortnight of debate by 
approving the bill G9.22 Thurs­ 
day afternoon, sparked Nixon’s 
ire by providing a ID pei cent 
int 'ease 
in 
Social 
Security 
benefits and a boost in personal 
income 
tax exemptions from 
$600 to $800. 
The House bill makes no pro­ 
vision for either matter, aW 
though that chamber is consid­ 


ering a separate Social Security 
Proposal. 
Opponents 
railed 
vainly against the bilL 
However, It seem «certain the 
10 per cent Social Security bene­ 
fit boost, and many other of the 
tax breaks will be retained ei­ 
ther m the tax bill or in sop» 
arate legislation. 
The Senate bill raises the 
present $600 personal deduction 
to $700 in 1970 and $800 in 
1971. 


SAIGON (AP)— U. S. aircraft 
and artillery killed 111 North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong so l­ 
diers In five attacks; awl the 
Americans didn’t have a casual­ 
ty, the U. S. C om m as said to ­ 
day. South Vietnamese forces 
reported 88 North Vietnamese 
killed. 
Aerial observers counted 70 
enemy bodies after three at­ 
tacks by U. S. artillery, bomb­ 
e rs and helicopter gunshtps 14 
m iles from the Cambodian bor­ 


der and 80 miles northeast of 
Saigon. 
Two of the attacks were trig ­ 
gered when North Vietnamese 
troops opened fire with rifles 
and machine guns against heli­ 
copters carrying American air 
cavalrymen screening infiltra­ 
tion corridors from Cambodia, 
a spokesman said. 
None of the helicopters was 
downed, the spokesman added. 
About 300 South Vietnamese 
paratroopers 
operating with 


the u. S. 1st Air cav alry Di­ 
vision clashed with North Viet­ 
nam ese soldiers three miles 
south of the American encount­ 
e rs. Aided by artillery and U. 
S. helicopter 
gunships, the 
South Vietnamese claim ed an­ 
other 24 enemy in “ light spo­

As a m easure of the economy's 
health, 
those 
jobless figures 
that are announced each month 
are suspect. If you accept them, 
then you must believe also that 
we are undergoing convulsions. 
Are jobless figures unreliable 
as an economic barom eter? 
Is there a flaw in methodolo­ 
gy? 
Probe into these jobless fig. 
ures and you discover the ex­ 
planation may be buried deeply. 
You discover that the monthly 
figures are very complex and 
suited only to very sophisticat­ 
ed interpretation. 
They show, for Instance, that 
in November the civilian labor 
force grew at a slowing rate and 
that overtime hours in the fac­ 
tories declined, both seeming to 
verify the belief that the econ­ 
omy’s expansion was becoming 
sluggish. 
Such statistics, however, don’t 
lend themselves to popular us­ 
age. The unemployment rate 
does and so it is often used as 
a barom eter of the entire job 
situation, when really It should 
not be. 
The month to month fluctua­ 
tions shouldn’t even be taken 
seriously at all, but they are. 
Consider the events following 
the announcement In October 
that the September jobless rate 
has risen . 
Administration 
sp o k e sm e n 
generally commented that no­ 
body likes to see men out of 
work but that the figures, dls * 
tressing as they w ere, offered 
evidence that the government 
was 
making headway. 
M urray Weidenbaum, a ssist­ 
ant secretary of the T reasury, 
commented cautiously that the 
figures indicated “ we may be 
returning from an overheated, 
overemployed condition to more 
sustainable employment 
lev­ 
e l s / ’ 
And form er Vice President 
Hubert H. Humphrey announced 
to a labor convention that the 
Republican policies not only 
a re 
pushing up unemployment 
but w ere letting “ the rich get 
rich er and the re st of you pay 
• for it.“

increased 215 per cent. Total 
service costs have increased 
195 per cent. 
Tobacco pro­ 
ducts were third at 185 per cent 
and housing increased 155 per 
cent. 
The “ Cost of Living In­ 
d ex" for all Products and S e r­ 
vices stood at 151 per cent. 
Next on the consumer price 
index survey was tires — up 
147 per cent, gasoline at 145 
per cent, food at 142 per cent, 
new cars 135 per cent, ap­ 
parel at 132 per cent and furn­ 
iture at 129 per cent. 
The survey revealed that gas 
and electric ranges have the 
exact price today as they did 
20 years ago. Automatic wash- 
ers are down 13 per cent below 
the 1947 price while television 
sets are under that year’s price 
by 74 per cent.

Boxing's in a mess right now. 
The best fighter in the world is kept from fighting by a com 
blnation of misguided patriotism , racism , and self «righteous 
intolerance. I see no relevance between a man's fighting ability 
and his political beliefs. It's a shame to see Muhammed All 
sacrificed on the altar of America-right or wrong. 
Beyond this, boxing Is In trouble. Most colleges have dropped 
It as an inter-collegiate sport. Cal-Berkeley and Chico State 
still have teams but C al's team Is having trouble getting uni­ 
versity backing for equipment and facilities. It Is not incon­ 
ceivable that boxing will cease to exist as a college sport before 
too long. 
Sweden has outlawed professional boxing. The glamor of the 
prize ring has been dimmed by exploitation of fighters and 
incompetent fighters. Good young boxers are pushed too fast in 
front of television where the money is. The neighborhood fight­ 
ing clubs are largely a thing of the past. 
Many people do not regret the demise of boxing. Some viewed 
It as a degrading, brutal spectacle where the exploited fought 
the oppressed. Some objected to the violence, others to the prob­ 
lem of serious brain injuries. The death of Benny P aret on nation* 
wide television at the hand- of Emile Griffith certainly turned 
off many people. For those who saw it, it was a sickening sight. 
On the college level, the injury factor is raised most often. 
The death of a Wisconsin boxer a few years ago provided the 
impetus for many schools to drop the sport. There is no deny­ 
ing that boxing is dangerous. Every knockout is a brain con­ 
cussion. 
But sometimes I wonder about the purity of adm inistrator's 
motives when they abandon boxing. There are certainly enough 
injuries and deaths in college football to w arrant its termina­ 
tion if concern for well-being of the student is the prim e considera* 
tion. To argue that the basic intentions of the two sports make 
one acceptable and the other not, is to play sem antics with the 
facts of injury and death. Whether you die from a left hook or 
from a 270 jxiund tackle stepping on your head doesn't seem to 
make a whole lot of difference. 
1 also wonder how fast boxing would be eliminated if it brought 
$100,000 back to the school. Notre Dame clianges its bowl game 
policy so that the school can collect a few hundred thousand. 
I doubt that a death of a Notre Dame football player would end 
the sport at that college although I can imagine a school abandoning 
the sport after a death if the team had been a losing financial 
proposition. 
Boxing has its dangers, but, under the right conditions, I think 
boxing is meaningful, I think the dangers can be minimized by 
the use of appropriate headguards, heavier gloves, closer medical 
supervision before and during fights, term ination of bouts after 
consecutive knockdowns and things along this line. 
Injuries and deaths would probably still occur despite these 
safeguards. But I believe the quality of life is more important 
than the mere fact erf existence. It Is sim plistic to condemn 
boxing because violence is involved. Violence Is a fact of life 
awl one must learn to deal with it. One must learn to overcome 
the fear of violence. Courage, it seems to m e, is the ability 
to act in the face of fear, in the face of violence. 
Personally, I believe the courage of non-violence is superior to 
physical courage. But you don't have the courage of non-violence 
without possessing physical courage. The apostle of non-vio­ 
lence in this century, Mahatma Gandhi, has w ritten that the 
courage to physically fight is far closer to the purity of non­ 
violence than is the refusal to fight of those who pretend non­ 
violence out of cowardice. 
I believe 
boxing forces a man to look honestly at himself, 
to discover what courage he possesses at a certain level. I 
think courage grows through repeated confrontations with one's 
self. I think 
to the extent that boxing contributes fee this 
development, to that extent, It should be encouraged.

Hard Charger’ General Studies 
Original Army Massacre Report 


tt ASHINGTON 
(AP)— The 
three «star general scrutinizing 
the original Army investigatIon 


or the reported American troop 
massacre of civil tans of My Lai, 
Vietnam, la a cigar chomping, 
boxer-nosed officer known a* 
tmmg his colleagues as a "hard 
charger." 
Lt. Gen. William R. Peers 
didn't particularly relish get­ 
ting the sensitive task of or­ 
chestrating what amounts to an 
Army soul-searching. 
"But his aplomb was not shat­ 
tered notlcably," said one offi­ 
cer who was around when the 
55-year-old general received 
word he had volunteered for the 
job. "He growled Just a little 
bit." 
From all accounts, the gray­ 
ing general sees the Investi­ 
gation, one of the most touchy he 
has ever handled, as a major 
challenge in his 31-year A rr 


career. 
Peers has been charged in 
Pentagon language to evaluate 
the "nature and scope" of the 
Initial, low-echelon Investiga­ 
tion conducted In March 1968 
just after the hamlet was raided. 
That on-the-spot investigation 
from all Indications consisted 
prim arily of questioning sol­ 
diers assigned to Capt. Ernest 
Medina's company, the unit in­ 
volved in the alleged m assacre. 
The My Lai report, forwarded 
by the 11th Infantry Brigade to 
the Amerlcal Division, conclu­ 
ded that no m assacre had oc­ 
curred and no soldier needed 
disciplining. 
Whether the report was thor­ 
ough enough and why It was not 
forwarded beyond the Amerl­ 
cal Division are key questions 
confronting Peers. 
Pentagon sources say that aft­ 
er a week of hearing testimony 


from various w itnesses, Peers 
has decided the Army system 
lor reporting at roc It les works — 
when it Is used. 
"1 believe he thinks one or 
possibly two guys blew it," one 
officer said, meaning they tail­ 
ed to submit the My Lai report 
to higher channels. 
Officers and enlisted men alike 
are enjotned by the m ilitary 
command in Saigon's directive 
to report any atrocity or inci­ 
dent thought to be a war crim e 
to their superiors. 
A varied military career with 
considerable experiences in in­ 
telligence and espionage work 
may help the general In his 
role as a fact-finder. 
Peers ended a 27-month stint 
in Vietnam when he was named 
chief of the Army’s Office of R e­ 
serve Components in the Penta­ 
gon last March, a post he still 
holds.
